WASHINGTON. Nov. 2.—flNS) — 
The leaders of the United States, 
Russia and Great Britain on Mon­ 
day issued a stern warning to G er­ 
mans not to commit any further 
war crimes against peoples in the 
lands they have overrun. 
The warning, an outgrowth of the 
Moscow conferences of foreign sec­ 
retaries. was signed by Premier S ta­ 
lin, Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt, and was issued 
simultaneously in Washington, Lon­ 
don and Moscow. 
It declared: 
‘Germans 
who

wholesale shooting of Polish offi­ 
cers, or in the execution of French, 
Dutch, Belgian or Norwegian hos­ 
tages or of Cretan peasants, or who 
have shared in slaughters inflicted

for a lack of waste paper.” declared

Baker, secretary of the 
state 
salvage 
committee. 
“Plants 
that have been working full time 
seven days a week on war orders a 
1 year ago are being compelled to lay 
j off their men two and three days 
: a week because they are unable to 
get sufficient quantities of waste 
paper to keep them operating.” 
Baker explained that paper was 
processed for iho m anufacturing of 
bomb banks, airplans wing tips, and 
containers for blood plasma, food 
' and “hundreds of other things." The 
outlook was so serious, he stated, 
that every local defense council had 
been instructed to redouble their é t­ 
ions. 
“Inventories of waste paper, built 
up through salvage campaigns more 
than a year ago have been virtually 
consumed.” Baker emphasized, “and 
not nearly enough paper is coming 
into the mills through the efforts of 
the salvage committees and regular 
channels to meet the demands of 
the manufacturers. 
“Every scrap of paper should be 
saved." Baker concluded, "New pa­ 
pers. magazines, old books, cartons, 
corrugated paper, old files and even 
clean waste basket paper is urgently 
needed from every home and busi­ 
ness establishments to keep Pen n ­ 
sylvania's mills operating on war 
orders.”
